SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer moving image file entitled cooldevices03.avi is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The computer moving image file contains a Japanese animated cartoon or "anime". 
The cartoon is an instalment in the "Cool Devices" series of "hentai" (sexually explicit) 
video recordings dating back to the 1990s. The material has been transferred into a 
computer moving image file. It consists of three unrelated episodes with minimal plots. 
The focus of the publication is on explicitly depicting non-consensual sexual and 
sadomasochistic activity in a salacious manner. 

The publication promotes and supports the use of violence and coercion to compel 
women to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. It does this by presenting the 
use of violence and coercion to force women to submit to sexual conduct as sexually 
arousing. It also promotes and supports the infliction of extreme cruelty. It shows 
women subjected to acts of extreme cruelty, causing them distress and suffering, in a 
salacious manner also intended for viewer sexual arousal. 

The publication meets criteria under s3(2)(b) and s3(2)(f) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993, and is therefore deemed to be objectionable. A 
classification of objectionable interferes with the right to the freedom of expression as 
set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. Flowever, in relation to this 
publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law 
that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
